Bugging Gag Order Said Illegal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A fod­ 
e ra i ju d g e 's sw ooping o rd e r 
W e d n e s d a y b a n n in g p u b lic 
statem ents about the W atergate 
incident by anyone connected 
with the case was challenged 
by Senate D em ocratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield today as unwise 
and illegal. 


D em ocratic presidential nom­ 
inee George S. McGovern also 
said he would continue to talk 


about the break-in and bugging. 
President Nixon declined to 
com m ent directly on the case 
at a news conference today. 


He did say, however, that the 
FB I has assigned 133 agents to 
the case, has checked out 1,800 
leads and conducted 1,500 inter­ 
views. 


“ I conducted an investigation 
of the (Alger) Hiss case and 
th at investigation was a Sunday 
Nixon: We Won't 
End The Bombing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - P r e s i ­ 
dent Nixon today ruled out any 
halt to the bombing of North 
Vietnam before the Nov. 7 elec­ 
tion, saying form er President 
Lyndon B. Johnson m ade a 
•‘very, v ery g re a t m is ta k e ” 
when he did so just before the 
1968 election. 


Nixon told a news conference 
in his oval office the w ar could 
be settled before Nov. 7 —if the 
right kind of settlem ent could 
be 
m ade —but he said the 
balloting “ will not in any way 
influence w hat we do at the 
negotiating table.” 


The Johnson adm inistration, 
he said, though well inten- 
tioned, “ m ade a very, very 
g reat m istake in stopping the 
b o m b in g w ith o u t a d e q u a te 
a g re e m e n ts from the o th er 
side.” He referred to Johnson’s 
Nov. 1, 1968, announcem ent of a 
bombing halt just days before 


Flag Is Stolen 
For Second Time 


A huge, 24-by-40-foot Am eri­ 
can flag was stolen today for a 
second tim e from M arin Bay 
Lincoln M ercury on Francisco 
Boulevard.

Viglienzone has offered a $500 
rew ard for the arrest and con­ 
viction of the thief. 
The flag was first stolen Sept. 
24 and later recovered when an 
apologetic thief called and said 
it was stashed behind a sign 
near M cNear’s Beach on South 
San Pedro Road in San Rafael.

since the Nazi exterm ination of 
the Jew s.” 
“ Some of my more partisan 
supporters have said I should 
respond in kind,” Nixon said. 
“ But I ’m not going to dignify 
such com m ents with a reply.” 
M cGovern has been hitting 
daily on the corruption them e 
this week in cam paigning in the 
E ast. He sounded it first at the 
U P I E d ito rs and P u b lish e rs 
Conference in W ashington Mon­ 
day, saying the adm inistration 
was the m ost corrupt in the 
nation’s history. 
Nixon summ oned newsm en in 
to his Oval Office for the 25th 
news conference since his inau­ 
g u ratio n alm ost four years ago. 
It was the seventh news confer­ 
ence th is y ea r. It w as not 
broadcast or telecast. 
On the question of taxes, he 
pledged not to raise taxes next 
y ear and said he would go on

Airline Passengers 
Guide Issued By U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
governm ent issued an airline 
passenger’s survival guide to­ 
day designed to aid travelers 
who face such problem s as 
these: 
—Their baggage is in Rome, 
Italy, and they are in St. Louis, 
Mo. 
—They have a reservation, 
but the airline has no seat for 
them on the plane. 
—The a irlin e tic k e t th ey 
bought was not the cheapest 
one for their flight, but they 
didn't find out about the other 
fare until after the flight was 
over. 
Called “ A Consumer Guide 
For Air T ravelers,” the booklet 
was issued by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics B oard’s Office of Con­ 
sum er Affairs and will be dis­ 
tributed to airlines, consum er 
organizations and travel agen­ 
cies. 
The booklet tells airline pas­ 
sengers w hat to do when faced 
with “one of the most irritating 
of all” problem s—lost baggage, 
w'hich is the single greatest 
com plaint received by airlines. 
But the booklet also w arns pas­ 
sengers not to try to cheat the 
airlines. 
“ Exceptionally large claim s 
which exaggerate the value of 
baggage contents — claim ing 
large am ounts of cash or jew el­ 
ry, for exam ple — are checked 
by th e a irlin e s and phony 
claim s are usually detected,” 
the booklet says. 
It also advises passengers to 
be sure that they know the 
lowest cost of a ticket. “ It’s a 
good idea to check with the 
airline when planning a trip to 
see if you qualify for a special 
fa re ,” the booklet says. 
Consumer groups reqently 


have charged some airlines fail 
to advise passengers of the 
lowest possible fare between 
two points. 


The booklet also details w hat 
steps a passenger should take if 
his flight has been overbooked. 
It cites the regulations which 
require the airlines to pay pas­ 
se n g e rs a “ denied b o ard in g 
com pensation” if the airline 
was responsible for the passen­ 
g e r’s loss of his seat. 


But it also warns the passen­ 
ger to make sure he shows up 
at the airport on tim e for his 
flight, 
and 
to reconfirm his 
reservation where necessary. 
The booklet even includes a 
definition of what consum erism 
m eans to the airline passenger. 
Says the booklet: “ It is the 
c u sto m e r receiv in g w hat he 
pays for, no m ore, no less. It is 
the holder of a transportation 
ticket expecting and receiving 
certain m inim um standards of 
service en route to his destina­ 
tion, and an uneventful reunion 
with his baggage once he a r­ 
rives there.”

New Offer ( 5 rQ SS0 
For Peace 
By Cong 
Police Chief 
For Fairfax 


PARIS (UPIV-The Viet Cong 
said today it is ready to discuss 
“ concrete” guarantees not to 
seize power in South Vietnam if 
the United States agrees to the 
creation of a new cabinet in 
Saigon with a m inority Commu­ 
nist participation. 


The offer was m ade by Mme. 
Nguyen Thi Binh, the Viet Cong 
foreign m inister and chief nego­ 
tiator. at today’s 162nd Vietnam 
conference session. 
The U.S. and South Vietnam­ 
ese d eleg a tio n s, w hich have 
condemned the coalition plan as 
a m aneuver to allow the Com­ 
m unists to dom inate South Viet­ 
nam , turned a deaf ear to the 
new V iet Cong offer. They 
again vainly urged a general 
cease-fire and direct political 
talks between the Communists 
and Saigon. 
U.S. 
negotiator William J. 
P orter walked out of the 312- 
hour session, one of the shortest 
on record, form ed a nought 
with his left hand thum b and 
forefinger and said, “ We did 
our best and the result was 
zero.” 
The Saigon delegate walked 
out of the conference hall tell­ 
ing newsm en the session was 
fruitless. 
“ We have tried to engage the 
Communists in a discussion of 
an in te rn a tio n a lly controlled 
cease-fire,” he said. “ We didn’t 
get anywhere. We will m eet 
again next T hursday.” 
M adam e Binh said P o rte r 
again cold-shouldered the Sept. 
11 Viet Cong plan for a coalition 
cabinet as a move raising new 
hurdles before the conference. 
“ I leave it to you to judge the 
true intention of the U.S. gov­ 
ernm ent to m ake peace in Viet­ 
nam .” M adam e Binh said. 
Thuy said: “ I have one re­ 
m ark — our positions rem ain 
far a p a rt.” 
The offer was backed by a 
w arning by both M adame Binh 
and Hanoi delegate Xuan Thuy 
that peace will come only if 
South V ietn am ese P re sid e n t 
Nguyen Van Thieu is removed 
from power and replaced by a 
new tripartite coalition cabinet. 
The 46-year-old V iet Cong 
woman politician said the Unit­ 
ed States was distorting the 
picture when it claim ed the 
Viet Cong sought to seize con­ 
trol of the new cabinet it wants 
to form with the Saigon adm in­ 
istration minus Thieu and neu­ 
tral elem ents. 
She said the Viet Cong al­ 
ready had offered to reach an 
a g re e e n t w ith W ashington 
that South Vietnam would be 
dom inated by “ neither a Com­ 
munist regim e nor a U.S. pupet 
regim e.” 
“ We are also prepared to 
work out, together with other 
parties, concrete m easures to 
im p lem en t th is a g re e m e n t,” 
she said. 
M adam e B inh’s and o th e r 
delegation statem ents m ade it 
clear the form of the South 
Vietnam ese regim e was the key 
to an early peace. 
The Com munists dem anded 
Thieu’s head although P orter 
and Saigon’s deputy representa­ 
tive Nguyen Wuan Phong again 
condemned the tripartite coali­ 
tion plan. 
P orter called the plan 4 an 
a rb itra ry , illogical fo rm u la .” 
He urged an im m ediate cease­ 
fire throughout Indochina fol­ 
lowed within four months by a 
com plete U.S. m ilitary pullout, 
plus direct talks between the 
Com m unists and the Thieu gov­ 
ernm ent as proposed on May 8 
by President Nixon. 
M adam e Binh said: “ In order 
to achieve national concord, we 
will consider the Saigon adm in­ 
istration as an equal segm ent 
participating in the provisional 
g o v ern m en t of n atio n al con­ 
cord: 
we only dem and that 
Nguyen Van Thieu resign and 
th e S a ig o n a d m in is tr a tio n 
change its policy.” 
She rejected the U.S. support­ 
ed Thieu plan for new presiden­ 
tia l electio n s in the South, 
charging they would “ legalize 
the U.S. puppet a d m in is tra ­ 
tion.” She said, that by contrast 
the Viet Cong’s plan for election 
of a new constituent assem bly 
organized by the tripartite cabi­ 
net would insure a free choice 
for the population. 
Before walking into the con­ 
ference hall, Thuy told news­ 
men the gap between the U.S. 
and Com m unist positions re­ 
mained as wide as ever.

Wholesale Prices 
Up In September 


W A SH IN G TO N 
(U P I) — 
Wholesale prices went up 0.3 
per cent in Septem ber, m ainly 
because of higher prices for 
food, gasoline and other fuels, 
the governm ent said today. 


Egg, m ilk and grain price 
increases more than offset de­ 
clines for m eat, fruits and vege­ 
tables as the price index for 
farm products and processed 
foods and feeds went up 0.6 per 
cent last month, the Labor De­ 
partm en t’s 
Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said. 


This followed a 0.2 per cent 
d ec lin e 
in 
the 
raw' 
and 
processed farm products and 
food index for August, but was 
still far under increases rang­ 
ing from 1.1 up to 2.2 per cent 
in the previous three months. 
This two-month m oderation of 
food price increases appeared 
to bear out adm inistration pre­ 
dictions that the sharp surge in 
food prices earlier this year 
would taper off. The report was 
welcome 
news 
for President 
Nixon less than five weeks be­ 
fore the Novem ber election. 
Industnal commodity prices 
went up only 0.2 per cent, a 
little less than average for the 
past two years. About a third of 
this increase was due to higher 
prices for fuels, mainly gaso­ 
line. 


The overall Wholesale Price 
Index (WPI) stood at 120.2 in 
Septem ber, which m eant that 
goods which cost $10 at whole­ 
sale in 1967 were priced at 
$12.02 last month. 


This w as 5 per cent above the 
previous Septem ber. However, 
w holesale p ric e s d u rin g the 
firs t 10 m onths of N ixon’s 
P h ase II econom ic co n tro ls 
went up 5.7 per cent through 
the end of Septem ber, which 
was higher than the 5.2 per cent 
increase in 1971 prior to his 
Aug. 15 wage-price freeze.

Red Unit Beaten On Saigon Road 


SAIGON (UPI)—Communist 
troops trying to cut Highway 4 
near Saigon wounded three chil­ 
dren, an elderly man and an 
amputee Army veteran today in 
an attack on a village that was 
repulsed by South Vietnamese 
militiamen and tanks, field re­ 
ports said. 
The reports said a band of 


Viet Cong firing B40 rocket- 
propelled grenades and AK47 
rifles invaded the village of 
Dong My Tay on Highway 4 
about 60 miles southwest of 
Saigon. The highway connects 
the capital with rice-growing 
regions of the Mekong Delta. 
A sm all unit of national 
guardsmen fought off the Com­ 


munists un£il militia units with 
about 10 tanks reached the vil­ 
lage and stopped the attack. 
The only reported casualties 
were those of the civilians in 
ihe village, field reports said. 
The attack lent further cred­ 
ence to allied intelligence pre­ 
dictions that the Communists 
would try to block key roads

Britain's Entry 


BLACKPOOL. England (UPI) 
— “Shameful.” rasped former 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, 
pounding the desk in front of 
him. 
“ Humiliating and destructive. 
Unacceptable. Grovelling. The 
most abject surrender of Brit­ 
ain's rights to the French.” 
The 1,200 delegates to the 
Labor party’s annual conven­ 
tion exploded into applause as 
he denounced the terms negoti­ 
ated by Prime Minister Edward 
H eath’s Conservative party 
government for taking Britain 
into the Common Market Jan. 
1, 1973. 
Then they gave Wilson a se­ 
ries of votes that endorsed his 
piedge to renegotiate the terms 
and patched over, for the time 
being at least, Labor party 
feuding over “ entering Eu­ 
rope.” 


! 3 Guerrillas Killed 


MANILA (UPI) - Philippine 
government troops killed three 
Maoist guerrillas today, cap­ 
tured 20 others and uncovered a 
suspected Communist hospital 
just outside the U.S. Clark Air 
Base in scattered military op­ 
erations. 
Information Secretary’ Fran­ 
cisco S. Tatad told a news 
briefing the operations were the 
biggest reported so far since 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos 
proclaimed martial law Sept. 23 
to crush what his regime called 
a Communist uprising. 
In the latest encounter by 
military authorities from the 
field, three guerrillas of the 
Maoist New Peoples Army 
were killed in a 30-minute gun 
battle in Bulacan province 40 
miles north of Manila.

German Manhunt 


BONN (UPI) — German se­ 
curity agents launched a na­ 
tion-wide manhunt for the esti­ 
mated 1.800 members of two 
Palestinian organizations yes­ 
terday evening an hour before 
the government announced the 
two groups had been banned. 
Arab sources in Bonn said 
police raided student dormito­ 
ries and Arab apartments in 
practically every major city in 
the country, arresting numer­ 
ous persons and confiscating all 
their possessions — in one case 
a can of olive oil. 
“ Many of our people man­ 
aged to escape the raids," a 
Palestinian student told UPI by 
telephone, “ They are hiding out 
now, but sooner or later they 
will probably be caught.”

Tax Subsidies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Una­ 
ble to agree on how to reform a 
welfare system described as an 
intolerable “m ess” by liberals 
and conservatives alike, the 
Senate has approved three tax 
subsidies designed to induce the 
poor to take jobs. 
When piled one atop another, 
these subsidies would have the 
Treasury provide nearly a third 
of the income of a $3,300-a-year 
worker.

The plans were adopted yes­ 
terday at the same time the 
Senate voted to junk — for five 
years or more — all attempts to 
revise the w elfare system 
which is the main support for 11 
million mothers and children 
and the target of sharp taxpay­ 
er resentment.

Drawing The Line 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — The 
Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals ruled yesterday that col­ 
lege administrators do not en­ 
joy the same power to regulate 
students’ hair styles and length 
as do high school officials. 
“There comes a time when 
its (college) interest in teaching 
hygiene, instilling discipline, 
asserting authority and com­ 
pelling uniformity all become 
so tenuous as to no longer be 
reasonably related to — nor 
efficiently fostered by — a hair­ 
cut regulation,” Justice Charles 
Clark said in the majority opin­ 
ion. 
Sitting in full court to review 
the case of three Texas youths 
denied admission to Tyler Jun­ 
ior College in 1970 Because of 
their hair lengths, the circuit 
court split 9-6 in ruling against 
the school officials.

More than 30 of the strategic 
bombers flew 10 missions early 
today over the five provinces 
around the capital, the closest 
25 miles from the city center, 
the U.S. command said. They 
were the second consecutive 
overnight raids by the big 
planes in the Saigon area. 
U.S. fighter-bombers flew 41 
strikes in support of govern­ 
ment troops in Military Region 
III—the 11-province area sur­ 
rounding Saigon—in the 24 
hours ending at 6 a.m. today 
but spokesmen said pilots re­ 
ported no “significant” results 
from the raids. 
Command spokesmen also re­ 
ported the remnants of Typhoon 
Loma for the second day sharp­ 
ly limited U.S. bombing mis­ 
sions over North Vietnam de­ 
spite the return toombat duty 
,of all-weather Fill bombers. 
The command said the contro­ 
versial swingwing jets returned 
to the air war Wednesday for 
the first time since an early 
morning strike Friday, a day 
after one of the $15 million 
planes crashed from “ un­ 
known” causes. 


Dyan Sees 
No 7 3 War 
In Mideast 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Israeli Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan says he does not 
expect another Arab-Israel war 
in the coming year, but if war 
breaks out the Soviet Union 
would not actively participate. 
Dayan, meeting in his subur­ 
ban Tel Aviv home with a 
delegation from a United Jew­ 
ish Appeal conference Wednes­ 
day night, was quoted in a 
government press office com­ 
munique as telling the Ameri­ 
can group: 
“Under present conditions, he 
did not expect the Arabs to 
renew war against Israel in the 
coming year. 
“Although the Soviet Union 
has not completely abandoned 
its position in the Mediterra­ 
nean region, it must be as­ 
sumed that the Russians had 
learned their lesson and come 
to the conclusion not to take an 
active part in a war with Is­ 
rael.”

claims of unrest and defection 
within Israel. 


Jordanian Foreign Minister 
Salah Abu Zeid told the U N. 
General Assembly Wednesday 
that there were “internal rum­ 
blings” from within Israel, par­ 
tially brought about by “real­ 
ization among Israelis that an 
injustice has been done to Pa­ 
lestinians.” 
“The Jordanian foreign min­ 
ister’s acrimonious statement 
has again demonstrated that 
public polemics cannot contrib­ 
ute to the search for under­

R. B. Kirk, were attorneys Rob­ 
ert D. Carrow of Novato, Lawr­ 
ence D. Weiss of San Rafael, 


John Thorne, once attorney for 
George Jackson; Fay Stender; 
Stephen Bingham, said to have 
smuggled a pstol to Jackson in 
1971 at San Quentin and missing 
since Jackson was killed short­ 
ly after in a violent episode, 
igniting a breakout attempt, 
and an attorney identified only 
as “ Y.”

Juror Won't Be 
Paid In Silver 


SEATTLE (UPI)—An airlines 
pilot lost his bid Wednesday to 
be paid in gold and silver coin 
for work as a King County 
juror. 
Superior Court Judge Erie 
Horswill ruled that the county 
treasurer can pay William W. 
Niendorff in U.S. currency as 
defined in the legal tender act. 
Niendorff. an employe of 
Northwest Airlines, contended 
that the U.S. Constitution pro­ 
vides that all debts be paid in 
gold and silver.

ALBANY, N Y. 'API - Prob- 
ably the biggest hazard that 
pheasants in New York face is 
the mowing machine. 


During the peak of the state’s 
pheasant population in the late 
1930s, mowing was not started 
until about the Fourth of July. 
By this time about 80 per cent 
of the pheasant nests had 
hatched. 


it has since been found that 
June hay is better for cattle. 
Mowing now usually starts dur­ 
ing the first week in June, when 
fewer than 20 per cent of the 
nests have hatched 


About the only solution is to 
leave unmowed land along 
fences, farm lanes and in odd 
corners around the farm, to 
decoy the pheasant hens away 
from hayfields. 


How To Solve

NE W ORLEANS (UPI) - 
American party presidential 
candidate John G. Schmitz 
would defoliate opium poppy 
fields in China whether the 
Chinese wanted him to or not, if 
elected president.

nationwide radio Saturday to 
explain his tax policy. 
Nixon also promised property 
tax relief if re-elected. 
“There will be no tax in­ 
crease in 1973,” he declared. 
As for McGovern’s campaign 
tactics, Nixon said he would not 
characterize McGovern’s con­ 
ducting a “smear” campaign 
but he noted that “one of the 
few members of Congress who 
is publicly and actively support- 
ng the opposition” had criti­ 
cized McGovern’s campaign 
tactics. Nixon referred to Rep. 
Jerome Waldie, D-Calif. 
Nixon has not yet publicly 
mentioned McGovern’s name 
during the campaign —and he 
didn't again at the news confer­ 
ence. 
Nixon was asked ie he be­ 
lieved the Vietnam war could 
be settled before election day. 
“ If we can make the right 
kind of settlement before the 
election, we will make it,” Nix­ 
on said. “If we cannot, we are 
not going to make the wrong 
kind of settlement before the 
election. 
“We were around that track 
in 1968 when well-intentioned 
men made a very, very great 
mistake in stopping the bomb­ 
ing without adequate agree­ 
ments from the other side. 
“The election, I repeat, will 
not in any way influence what 
we do at the negotiating table." 
Nixon said the United States 
was seeking a settlement which 
would prevent “the imposition 
by force of a Communist gov­ 
ernment in South Vietnam” and 
guarantee “the return of our 
prisoners of war.” 
Other highlights of the 40- 
minute session with newsmen, 
for which Nixon prepared 
Wednesday at his Camp David 
retreat: 
—He insisted the 400-million 
bushel wheat sale to the Soviet 
Union was a good deal for the 
United States although he con­ 
ceded the Russians needed the 
grain badly. He added that 
McGovern’s charges of scandal 
in the sale were being thorough­ 
ly investigated. 
—Nixon said the Watergate 
bugging case was being thor­ 
oughly investigated by the FBI 
and said he would not comment 
on it because of criminal 
charges pending against seven 
men who have already been 
indicted. 
—While repeating his pledge 
to propose property tax relief, 
he said it would not include an 
increase in other taxes —thus 
ruling out a widely discussed 
value added tax. Nixon said the 
relief would be provided in 
stages and would be aimed 
primarily at the elderly. 
He said he would support a 
constitutional am endm ent 
against busing in the next Con­ 
gress but would prefer the leg­ 
islative route. 
He said if Congress failed “to 
provide relief from excessive 
busing orders, then I intend to 
find another way.”

1-Man, 1-Vote Setup For 
Education Board Sought 


The Marin County Board of 
Education indicated last night 
it wants itself reapportioned 
according to one-man, one-vote 
Principles before next April’s 
election. 


The board, its geographical 
m akeup unchanged since 1960, 
noted that the state Education 
Code left reapportionm ent to 
the Marin County Committee on 
School D istrict O rganization, 
but said it wanted to m eet with 
the com m ittee first to propose 
ideas for redistricting. 
Discussion of such proposals 
was scheduled for the Oct 25 
board meeting. 
Based on 1969 population fig­ 
ures supplied by the county 
schools staff, the board’s seven 
m em bers represent school at­ 
tendance areas with popula­ 
tions ranging from 56,610 to 
2,650. 


Last night’s move cam e a 
day after a Sacram ento Superi­ 
or Court judge ordered S acra­ 
mento County’s school board to 
reapportion itself, noting that 
unequal population in m em ber- 
re p re se n te d d istric ts v io lates 
the one-man, one-vote doctrine 
established some years ago by 
the U.S. Suprem e Court. 
While acknowledging the Ma­ 
rin board was mindful of the 
Sacram ento case, 
Robert E.

Boy Kidnap 
Victim Is 
Found Safe 


OAKLAND, Calif. f U P D - 
Park ranger Donald Jones was 
jogging along a deserted road 
in the Oakland hills Wednesday 
when he heard the whimpering 
of a small child. 


Jones peered into the dense 
underbrush at the side of the 
road and saw a boy standing in 
an almost-dry creek bed wear­ 
ing blue-checked pants and a 
tear-stained, soiled white tee 
shirt. 


It was Raymond Luce, 4, who 
had been kidnaped from a 
street corner near his home 
Monday. 
Jones immediately flagged a 
passing motorist and sent her 
to the Redwood Regional Park 
headquarters for help. A park 


vehicle took Raymond to a hos­ 
pital 
while O akland 
police 
picked up his parents at their 
home and sped them to the 
hospital for a tearful reunion. 


"Raym ond seems to be in 
good shape.” said his father, 
Ralph Luce, 29, a truck driver, 
after seeing his son 


“He’s in a bit of shock. He 
hasn't been able to talk yet. But 
aside from some bruises on his 
body he seems to be in good 
shape.’’ 


"It was beautiful.” said the 
boy’s mother, Judy. 22, with a 
joyful smile. 
"I just had a 
feeling this would be a lucky 
day.” 


Until Jones heard Raymond 
crying, there had been no real 
clues to his fate since Monday 
afternoon, when a playmate re­ 
ported that a strange man had 
ordered the boy off his tricycle, 
then into the m an’s car. 
The parents were at a loss as 
to the motive for the kidnaping.

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New York Gets 
Antinoise Law 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A com­ 
prehensive noise control code, 
described as the "boldest first 
step of any such legislation in 
effect 
in 
the country," was 
signed 
Wednesday by Mayor 
John V. Lindsay. 


The code bans unnecessary 
noise from auto horns, con­ 
struction equipment, air condi­ 
tioners and p ortable radios; 
bans construction between 6 
p.m. and 7 a.m.; and requires 
the city to set standards within 
one year for subways, railroads 
and aircraft. 


The new law also allows pri­ 
vate citizens who turn in viola­ 
tors to collect a bounty of up to 
half the fine imposed. Fines 
under the code range up to 
$2,000 for each day of viola­ 
tions.

Center Proposed 


A “ recreation transportation 
center“ at the Larkspur ferry 
terminal site, where tourists 
andifarinites could catch bus­ 
es to recreational areas 
throughout the county, was pro­ 
posed today by Supervisor Pe­ 
ter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
Growing weekend traffic will 
plunge the county into increas­ 
ingly severe congestion unless 
some system is found to get 
people into buses, he said.

They traded fam iliar barbs, 
with Mrs. Boxer criticizing the 
incumbent for spending $64 a 
daj while on county business in 
Washington. 
The supervisor suggested that 
the. Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict's ferry terminal site in 
Larkspur be paved so weekend 
drivers could park there free 
when taking buses to such 
areas as Stinson Beach, Mount 
Tamalpais, Samuel P. Taylor 
State Park and Muir Woods. 
Fares, with a 50-cent maximum 
per person, would offset some 
of the operational deficit of 
suchi a system, he said. 
The bridge district has more 
than! 100 buses idle on week­ 
ends, he noted. 
Arrigoni said his proposal 
“ would require a minimal capi­ 
tal outlay,” but offered no cost 
estimate. He did not make 
clear whether the cost would be 
split between the county and 
bridge district. 
He noted that the district 
soon will have six smaller bus­ 
es for use on West Marin 
routes.

goni’s 1968 campaign pledge to 
lower taxes with a 59.5 per cent 
increase in the county budget in 
the past four years. 
Citing Independent-Journal 
reports of free-wheeling spend­ 
ing by San Rafael city officials 
and by Tamalpais High School 
District officials, she said the 
supervisors were “ no excep­ 
tion.” Spending an average of 
$64 a day on expenses exclusive 
of air fare, she declared, “is 
not my idea of a responsible 
public servant.” 
Mrs. Boxer said the supervi­ 
sors should limit their expense 
allowance to $32 a day, and 
added that a single county rep­ 
resentative would have been 
enough for the Washington trip. 
County Counsel Douglas J. Ma­ 
loney accompanied Arrigoni to 
the congressional hearing on 
the proposed Golden Gate Na­ 
tional Recreation Area. 
Arrigoni defended his expen­ 
ses in Washington, saying one 
day's costs included a $44 lunch 
for himself, Maloney and two 


congressional aides to Rep. Don 
H. Clausen, R-First District, an 
author of the bill creating the 
recreation area. 
He said he was “proud of my 
reputation for holding the line 
on taxes,” and rejected Mrs. 
Boxer’s argument that the 
county administrator’s office 
has too much staff. The office 
costs $132,000 a year — down 
from $154,000 four years ago — 
which is minimal for an opera­ 
tion with a $48 million budget. 
Arrigoni criticized Mrs. Box­ 
er for missing all the county 
budget sessions this year be­ 
cause she was vacationing after 
the June primary election at a 
Southern California beach and 
tennis club. “ I was there, and I 
cut the tax rate 14 cents,” he 
said. 
“She wants to be a ‘full-time 
supervisor,’ but she isn't even a 
full-time candidate,” he said. 
The two candidates split over 
the proposal on the November 
ballot to fluoridate water in the 
Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict. Arrigoni supported fluori­ 
dation, while Mrs. Boxer said 
she “probably will vote ‘no’ 
because I have so much doubt 
about it.”

Arrigoni Jr., sitting in the audi­ 
ence, told the council he 
thought the new ruling applied 
even to such matters as lot 
splits. 
Arrigoni and his supervisorial 
election opponent, Barbara 
Boxer, had apparently come to 
the meeting because of an in­ 
terest in getting bicycle paths 
around Redwood High School, 
but left when that matter be­ 
came snarled in development 
controversy, said Arrigoni, 
“ You do have a problem, even 
with bicycle paths.”

Combat Deaths 
In Year's High 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
explosion in a gun turret of the 
USS Newport News that took 20 
lives will raise American com­ 
bat deaths in Indochina to their 
highest point in more than a 
year, 
the 
Pentagon said 
Wednesday. 
Defense Department officials 
said the sailors killed in the 
explosion of a shell aboard the 
cruiser Sunday would be listed 
as “ killed as a result of hostile 
action’’ because they were fir­ 
ing in a combat situation off the 
coast of Vietnam. 
In the past, there have been 
charges the armed services 
have tried to mask the scale of 
combat deaths by listing some 
combat dead as victims of non­ 
combat accidents. The Penta­ 
gon has listed 45.958 Americans 
killed in combat in the war and 
10,276 U.S. war zone deaths due 
to accidents, disease and other 
causes.

Threatened 
By Diets 


NEW YORK (UPD-Gut and 
guru diets enrich hucksters, 
feed on consumers’ fears and 
threaten d iete rs’ health and 
well-being, says Dr. George V. 
Mann. At the Vanderbilt Uni­ 
versity School of Medicine he is 
associate professor of biochem­ 
istry and nutrition. 


“The horsepower race” to 
enrich foods could lead to seri­ 
ous vitamin overdoses, Mann 
added in an article in Panhan­ 
dle Magazine, a publication of 
the natural gas industry. 


He defined gut and guru diets 
as “a kind of denial of modern 
science and technology, all the 
more remarkable because these 
counter-culturists are often our 
best educated and most privi­ 
leged young people.” 


Mann, whose extensive re­ 
search has included work on 
human nutrition and medical 
ethics, wrote that aggressive 
salesm anship was the main 
cause of current food faddism. 


Be Familiar With 
Grading Methods 


Become fam iliar with the 
method and terms your favorite 
food stores use to indicate beef 
grades, advises the California 
Beef Council. Grading is done 
on the whole carcass or whole­ 
sale cuts rather than on retail 
cuts. 
Many packing plants, retail 
chain stores and independent 
retail shops use their own staff 
rather than use the services 
offered by USD A s Consumer 
and Marketing Service. 
Almost all beef sold at the 
retail level in California, re­ 
gardless of who grades it would 
get the equivalent of a USDA 
choice rating. 


“THE GREAT multi-vitamin 
promotion so consipcuous on 
television is an example,” the 
Nashville, Tenn , authority 
wrote. “These products are of 
little use since the water solu­ 
ble vitamins they contain are 
not stored by the body but go 
down the drain, and because 
some of the fat soluble vitamins 
are toxic, they may cause dis­ 
ease.” 
He said excess vitamin A can 
lead to hair loss and blindness, 
with brain damage. Mann said 
the U.S. Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration (FDA) is proposing to 
follow Great Britain’s example 
in requiring reduction of enrich­ 
ment levels of vitamin D. Mann 
wrote that the British action 
decreased the number of babies 
born with William’s syndrome, 
which produces mental defi­ 
ciency, elfin faces and congeni­ 
tal heart disease. 


HE ALSO wants vitamin sup­ 
plements sold by prescription 
only. As commonly used now, 
he thinks they’re unnecessary 
and unsafe. 
Mann 
was caustic about 
many reducing diets, including 
the grapefruit one, which he 
called “ a transparent promo­ 
tion of segments of the citrus 
industry.”

India's Five-Year Plan 
Of Interest To Women

NEW DELHI. India - When 
India's next five-year plan is 
presented, it may contain two 
items of immense interest to 
women. First, an Indian woman 
will no longer have to win 
permission from her husband, 
as at present, to have a steri­ 
lization or an abortion. 
Second, a law providing for 
compulsory sterilization of the 
mentally, physically, or emo­ 
tionally unfit may well appear. 
The first provision will reflect 
the current change in the status 
of womanhood in the country. 
The second will register the 
claim that the child has rights, 
too — the right not to be born to 
irresponsible parents. This pro­ 
posal is based on Point 2 of the 
U N. Declaration of the Rights 
of the Child, of which India is a 
signer. 
If compulsory sterilization of 
the unfit becomes law, it will be 
largely due to the energies of 
Tara Ali Baig of New Delhi, one 
of India's leading women in the 
field of social reform, particu­ 
larly for children. It is she who 
has boldly invoked the U.N. 
declaration as authority for leg­ 
islation against, irresponsible 
parenthood. 
Mrs. Baig has been chosen by 
the Planning Board for its Task 


Force on Family Planning for 
the Fifth Plan, which begins in 
1974. Her many years of work 
with India's neglected children 
have convinced her that these 
millions should not be born to 
people who cannot or will not 
take care of them. 
In a recent newspaper article 
called, “ Keep an Elephant,” 
she compares the problem of 
caring for needy children to the 
endless job of trying to feed an 
elephant. 
“ It is misplaced ch arity ,” 
Mrs. Baig exclaims in the arti­ 
cle, “to feed only the child's 
body. Society is no richer for 
your efforts and the children 
will end up on the street. They 
must have education, discip­ 
line. good health, and opportun­ 
ity as well, and the state cannot 
do it.” 
Speaking, writing, working on 
behalf of children most of her 
lite, Mrs. Baig is laying one 
edge of her double-bladed ax at 
the root of the problem of 
neglected children, 18 million of 
whom are estim ated to be 
handicapped, and 1 million des­ 
titute. 
“ It is not the fault of the 
child.” she continues. “These 
waifs are born of adult neglect 
and irresponsibility. Personally 
I feel government must frame 
and execute laws for compulso­ 
ry sterilization of anyone who 


exposes a child to penury, dis­ 
ease, or abandonment A child 
m ust have the fundamental 
right of normal growth in condi­ 
tions of freedom and dignity.” 
The second edge of Mrs. 
Baig s ax is laid at the institu­ 
tional treatm ent, which she 
terms “ almost inhuman,” of 
the orphaned or abandoned 
child. “Caring for the orphaned 
or destitute child should frankly 
not be the concern of the gov­ 
ernment, ’ she stated in a re­ 
cent interview. “ A child is not a 
social problem under the law to 
be solved for the convenience of 
adults, but a very tender little 
person whom we can make or 
break by our treatment.” 
“Setting up huge institutions, 
however well run, which they 
seldom are, and however good 
the food, which it seldom is, 
does not take care of a child.” 
Her alternative plan to insti­ 
tutionalization is the personal 
sponsorship of a child. This can 
occur either in a private home 
or a group substitute home such 
as the SOS Children’s Villages, 
a m ovem ent that has been 
gathering momentum in India 
under Mrs. Baig’s presidency. 
In these types of care, the child 
gains 
a 
sense of 
identity 
through security and love, 
something vitally essential for 
healthy development, she in­ 
sists.

Women Farmworkers On Increase 


Boy-Gir I 
Ratio 
Varies 


CHICAGO (UPI) - There is a 
wide variance in the boy-girl 
ratio throughout the world. 
Whatever the place the girls 
always start out as the minori­ 
ty- 


The scientific findings demon­ 
strate the advantage in being a 
girl, for the females quickly 
reduce the male lead and gen­ 
erally attain numerical superi­ 
ority. 


In all races of mankind, ac­ 
cording to Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tanmca, more boys than girls 
are born. However, extensive 
research still has failed to es­ 
tablish any reason for the ex­ 
cess of boys and the situation 
rem a in s one of the w orld's 
great mysteries. 


THE 
SEX 
DISPARITY, 
which may have started with 
earth ’s first human community, 
b ecam e p artic u la rly puzzling 
when it was discovered that 
other species which have the 
same type of sex-determining 
mechanism as man show an 
excess of females. 


The worldwide ratio general­ 
ly 
is considered to average 
about 106 males born to every 
100 females, a figure that ap­ 
plies to the white population of 
the United States. Among U.S. 
Negroes the ratio is 102.6 males 
to 100 females. 
The racial difference is not 
peculiar to the United States, as 
studies in Cuba and Cape Prov­ 
ince have shown similar con­ 
trasts between Negro and Cau­ 
casian sex ratios — but always 
with the boys outnumbering the 
girls. 


THE BOYS in Greece and 
Korea have the greatest lead of 
all. In each national 113 boys 
are born to every 100 girls. 
Spam is not far behind with 
boys leading 111 to 100. 
The boy baby lead has stimu­ 
lated considerable speculation. 
For example, attempts have 
been 
made to coorelate sex 
ratio with the weather. Others 
have sought to connect the 
male lead with socioeconomic 
status, with the effect of war — 
either before or after —and 
even with illegitimacy. 


NEW 
YORK 
( U P I )- T h a t 
hired hand on the farm now 
may be a woman. 
They’re not labelling it part 
of the women’s liberation move­ 
ment, but women are showing 
up as part of the farm labor 
force, many of them as owners 
or managers. 
S t a t i s t i c a l l y th e n u m b e r 
“ down on the farm ” doesn’t 
sound all that impressive. But 
there are enough women in 
agricultural jobs for the Farm 
Journal magazine to devote an 
article to them and to urge that 
fa rm e rs, finding them selves 
short of help, well might look to 
women as a source. 
The Women’s Bureau of the 
U.S. Department of Labor esti­ 
mates that in July of this year 
(July’s a peak month for farm 
employment), there were 121,- 
000 women farmers and farm 
managers, and another 604,000 
foremen and laborers. Those 
figures w'ere for women 16 
years and older. 
APPARENTLY THEIR num­ 
bers are on the increase, but 
not at a fantastic rate. 
In 1969, the Women’s Bureau 
published a massive study of 
women in all job categories. It 
listed 82,000 women farmers 
and farm managers and 472,000 


others aS foremen and laborers. 
The figures then were for April, 
1968, and counted women 14 
years and up. 
But as the study pointed out 
the figures for April “ are fairly 
low for agricultural employ­ 
ment, as the peak months of 
farm activity are June and 
July.” April was the general 
measuring standard, a spokes­ 
man said, because it is a peak 
month for almost all other oc­ 
cupations. 
The women are hardly get­ 
ting rich in agricultural jobs, 
although you have to count the 
fringe benefits of fresh air, 
plenty of outdoor exercise and 
in many instances a well-laden 
table of foods, fresh, frozen or 
canned. 
THE WOMEN’S Bureau said 
the cu rren t m edian incom e 
yearround for women employed 
fulltime in the agriculture, for­ 
estry and fisheries industry (the 
jobs are lumped together that 
way) is $3,309. For men, it’s 
$4,028. 


The Farm Journal, assessing 
women as a help potential, says 
that they make up a dispropor­ 
tionate number of those on the 
unemployed rolls.

Parents don’t have to leave to the schools 
the whole job of teaching children to read. 
With a little planning, they can help steady 
the young reader and make the work look like 
fun. 
Below are some suggestions for ways par­ 
ents can help develop sounding and listening 
skills, which are so vital to reading. 
Collect several items which make a noise. A 
pan lid suspended by a string and hit with a 
light stick or 
spoon 
handle gives off a 
delightful sound. Different sizes

types of 
pan lids yield 
different tones. A jar with a 
rubber ball inside will sound 
differently from a jar with a 
marble inside. 
Ask your young pupil to look 
at all the noisemakers you have 
for a minute. Then have him 
turn 
his back. Now 
make a 
sound with one item. Have your 
pupil turn around and let him 
tap or sound as many as neces­ 
sary until he finds 
the one 
which you sounded. 


AS YOU PLAY this game, 
you can think of many varia­ 
tions. For example, let the pup­ 
il be the teacher and you turn 
your back. Or play without first 
letting the pupil see the noise­ 
makers. Or hit two at once in a 
blend.

Ask him to find and play the 
same note. When he becomes 
proficient at this, play several 
notes in sequence increasing 
the difficulty and always asking 
for him to play it back correct­ 
ly- 
This kind of play may seem 
to you to be far afield from 
reading, but good listening and 
the ability to reproduce exact 
sounds are essential for good 
reading. And for some children, 
it is necessary to develop a 
good aural sense before at­ 
tempting to learn the sound of 
words. 
Make a little drum with tight 
plastic over a tin can. Beat out 
a simple rhythm and ask your 
pupil to beat out the same 
rhythm. As he develops this 
ability, beat out a rhythm on 
some other surface (finger on a 
tabletop) and ask him to repeat 
the same rhythm on his drum. 
This is a good introduction to 
learning rhym ing words. To 
teach rhyming, place the word 
“ and” at the top of a sheet of 
paper or blackboard. Sound it 
clearly. Use it in a sentence 
making sure that your pupil 
hears it among the other words. 
Don’t insist that he write it 
down, but allow him to if he 
wishes. Under “ an d ’’ w rite 
“ hand.’’ Show your pupil your 
hand; point out his own hand. 
Have him sound the word. 
Next write “ sand.” If you 
need to, find a picture in a book 
or magazine of sand. If not, just 
talk about the sand. Make sure 
your pupil knows exactly what 
you mean and doesn’t confuse 
“ sand” with “ w ater” or “ life­ 
guard.”

South thought he was very 
lucky to pick up 17 points in 
high cards, and he saw no 
reason to complain when his 
partner .jumped to game. All of 
this good luck was offset by the 
fact that East was skillful 
enough to put up the killing 
defense.

RETURNS LOW 
West opened the jack of 
hearts, holding the trick. The 
next heart went to the ace, and 
declarer led a club to dummy’s 
queen in order to return a low 
diamond from the dummy. 
The average defender would 
follow the old rule, “ second 
hand low," and would therefore 
play the nine of diamonds from 
the East hand. This would give 
South his contract. 
Declarer would cover with 
the ten of diamonds. If allowed 
to win the trick, he would take 
his nine tricks. If West won. 
there would be no entry to the 
hearts, and declarer would 
have nothing more to worry 
about. 
SECOND HAND HIGH 
The play didn’t actually go 
that way. East put up the king 
of diamonds on the first round 
of that suit. This was a time to 
play second hand high! 
When he won this trick, East 
returned his last heart, thus 
establishing the rest of West’s 
suit. West still had the ace of 
diamonds and was sure to gain 
the lead in time to defeat the 
c o n tra c t with e sta b lish e d 
hearts. 
There’s a moral in this sad 
tale. When your partner opens 
a long suit against a notrump 
contract, do everything possible 
to win an early trick in order to 
help your partner set up the 
suit. Let your partner save his 
entry for when his suit7is estab­ 
lished.

Bill W ould Allow 
$200 Tax Credit 


WASHINGTON (UPR-A key 
House committee Tuesday ap­ 
proved a bill that would allow a 
tax credit of up to $200 per 
pupil for tuition paid for send­ 
ing children to private school. 


An organization known as 
Americans United for Separa­ 
tion of Church and State de­ 
nounced the step, saying the 
bill was “ a monstrosity’’ that 
was plainly unconstitutional. 


The House Ways and Means 
Committee approved the bill in 
an 18 to 6 vote. The measure 
would affect parents of some 5 
million children in grades one 
through 12. The bill would pre­ 
vent any tax credit for tuition 
paid for a private school that is 
racially segregated.

Nixon Gets 
Water Bill 
Challenge 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I)— Con­ 
gress has sent President Nixon 
a n o th e r v eto c h a lle n g e — this 
tim e in the form of a $2-4.6 
billion clean w ater bill he al­ 
ready has said the nation can t 
afford. 


The most costly and stringent 
w ater pollution bill ever passed 
by Congress was sent to the 
White House late W ednesday on 


the 366-11 vote of the House and 
the 74-0 approval of the Senate. 
D uring the sam e long work­ 
ing d a y , C o n g re ss o v e rro d e 
N ix on ’s veto of a 20 per cent 
pension increase for railroad 
w orkers. The President reject­ 
ed th e m easure on grounds it 
was inflationary, but within five 
hours Congress m ustered the 
n ecessary 
two-thirds 
vote 
in 
both houses to pass the legisla­ 
tion o v er the veto and m ake it 
law. The House vote was 353-29 
and the Senate tally 76-5. 


The w ater bill would establish 
as a national goal the elim ina­ 
tion of all polluting discharges 
into the nation’s w aterw ays by 
1985. It also would provide the 


money and the authority to get 
started on the project. 


Nixon has proposed a three- 
year, $6 billion clean water bill 
and reportedly has threatened 
to veto any measure that would 
spend more. The bill’s chief 
architect, Sen. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie, D-Maine, taunted the Presi­ 
dent to try it. 


“ ...There are those in high 
places who question w hether we 
can afford' to spend this m on­ 
e y .” Muskie told the Senate. 
‘ Can we afford clean w ater? 
Can we afford rivers and lakes 
and strea m s and oceans which 
continue to m ake life possible 
on this planet? Can we afford 
life itself?”

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The Challenge To U.S. 
System: Banker's View 
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By MARY LEYDECKER 
^ After 200 years, the U.S. 
stands as the richest country 
in the world with the greatest 
amount of personal freedom.” 
Why, then, are our economic 
and political systems under 
such great challenge and at­ 
tack? 
An intellectual and urbane 
bank president gave some an­ 
swers yesterday. 
Leslie C. Peacock, 42-year-old 
head of Crocker Bank, spoke to 
about 65 businessmen, civic 
leaders, educators and profes­ 
sional men gathered at the first 
in a series at Dominican Col­ 
lege called, “ Stop the world. I 
want to get on.” 
Peacock, a university profes­ 
sor before he became a banker, 
first described the American 
free enterprise and representa­ 
tive governmental systems as 
institutions founded because of 
“ humanistic impulses.” 
(Peacock's continued refer­ 
ence to “humanism” as a moti­ 
vating force behind the forming 
of American systems as well as 
present protests brought a 
strong objection at the end of' 
his talk by San Francisco Sher­ 
iff Richard Hongisto.) 
“ Deprivation of personal 
freedoms” as well as “ wide­ 
spread poverty” caused the 
founders of this country to leap 
at systems which provided free­ 
dom along with a better stan­ 
dard of living, Peacock said. 
Through the years, he said, 
America has been a “ shining 
example" of the dual economic 
and political systems. (Marx­ 
ism. he said, has “ done a rea­ 
sonably good job" as far as the 
economics are concerned, but 
Russia and China “ are not not­ 
ed for personal freedom.“ ' 
The U.S., not hampered by 
colonialism or long-established 
cultures, w’as the only country 
in a position to so fully imple­ 
ment free enterprise and repre­ 
sentative government, accord­ 
ing to Peacock. 
He said parenthetically that 
the one culture in existence in 
this country 200 years ago —

the Indians — “ we did not 
choose to face.” 


The American systems, 
which “ have done so much for 
so many people” for so long, 
are under attack today for two 
reasons, the banker said. 


First, our economic system, 
never designed to “ take care of 
unequal distributions of wealth 
and positions” is offensive to 
current “ humanistic impulses” 
which do not object to a man 
being rich but rather to abject 
poverty at the other end of the 
scale. 


Free enterprise “ doesn't take 
care of everybody — but almost 
everybody,” but compared to 
the lack of personal liberty 
prevalent in the 18th Century 
this notion seemed unimportant 
then. Peacock said. 


Today, however, many people 
see this fault as a serious lack 
in the system. 
As for the American form of 
representative government, 
Peacock said an increasingly 
complex society makes it “ diffi­ 
cult for the public to have 
intelligent, consistent policies.” 
For example, he said, many 


Smog Rule To Curb 
New Gas Stations 


I-J Spec 
SAN FRANCISCO - A new 
smog regulation could prohibit 
construction of gas stations 
throughout virtually the entire 
Bay Area — except on the 
ocean coast of Marin, Sonoma 
and San Mateo counties, smog 
control officials said yesterday. 
The regulation was adopted 
earlier this year by the Bay 
Area Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict but its effect was only now 
becoming apparent. It requires 
sources of air pollution to get a 
permit from the district. Gas 
stations are a significant source 
of air pollution because of 
fumes escaping from fueling 
operations, according to district 
calculations. (Another air pollu­ 
tion control district storv, page 
1) 
The hitch that may prevent 
issuance of permits to gas sta­ 
tions is that federal law prohib­ 
its such permits w'here air con­ 
tamination already exceeds 
federal maximums. Oxidants, 
the primary pollutant from gas 
stations, is the Bay Area’s ma­ 
jor air pollution problem. 
D.J. Callaghan, top adminis­ 
trator of the district, told dis­ 
trict directors that few areas of 
the nine-county region did not 
violate the federal standard for 
oxidants. “ If we hold strictly to 
the regulation,” he predicted, 
“ it is highly possible that we 
may have to deny permits to 
service stations.” 
The prohibition on permits 
also would apply to spray paint­ 
ing operations, he said. 
Callaghan said he raised the 
issue at the board's regular 
monthly meeting so directors 
would be aware of “ a serious 
problem.” He had no answer to 
it, but promised a future report 
on what to do about it. 
He said the only areas in the

people demand more services 
from the government but at the 
same time say “ they don’t want 
the tax bite to rise.” 
The result, he said, is that 
politicians, w'ho try to respond 
to the wishes of the people, 
provide governmental pro­ 
grams through such methods as 
deficit financing. 
“ Then the people say, ‘We 
forgot to say we didn't want 
inflation,' ” the banker said. 
Other “ contradictory impul­ 
ses” being channeled to the 
government include examples 
such as people “ not wanting the 
landscape cluttered with poles” 
but, on the other hand, “ not 
wanting brownouts (electrical 
failures). 
“ The question is how long a 
system can last,” Peacock said, 
“ with an electorate which has 
neither the

nor the

choices. “ The electorate is not 
dumb — the issues are just 
complicated.” 
As has happened throughout 
history, there are increasing 
numbers of people “ who think 
things are basically wrong with 
the system.” 
He said this was “ not to say 
it will play out this year or next 
—or in our lifetime” but “ to 
say it would last fgrever would 
be foolish.” 
A brief question period fol­ 
lowing Peacock’s talk was dom­ 
inated by Hongisto, who angrily 
denounced the banker’s conten­ 
tion that “ humanism” is a mo­ 
tivation for politicians. 
The sheriff said he “ sees no 
humanism” in the San Francis­ 
co Board of Supervisors which 
he contended denies him money 
for such necessities as socks 
and better food for his prison­ 
ers. 
Peacock, declining to discuss 
local government, replied there 
are two kinds of humanism: 
one. a warm desire, often 
thwarted, to help one’s fellow 
man: the other, a system for 
helping one’s fellow man with­ 
out involvement of any warm 
feeling for mankind.

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Disaster Training Exercise 
Planned By Marin Dec. 4-8 


Smog Chief Told 
To Ignore Probe

Marin County will stage its 
first disaster training exercise 
over a five-day period Dec. 4 to 
8. 


County department heads, 
their aides and officials of pub­ 
lic and private utility organiza­ 
tions attended a briefing ses­ 
sion yesterday to learn how the 
exercise will operate. 


Theme of the disaster session 
will be howr Marin County disas­ 
ter crews would react to a 
major earthquake such as 
rocked the San Fernando Val­ 
ley nearly two years ago. Coor­ 
dinators from the Institute for 
Civil Defense and Disaster Ad­ 
ministration of the University 
of Southern California will be in 
charge of training. 


Horse Show 
To Benefit 
Man In Coma 


A horse show for the benefit 
of Leonard Strikker, the Tamal­ 
pais Valley horseman who has 
been in a coma since June 1971, 
when he was thrown from a 
horse, will be held Oct. 15 at the 
Santa Rosa Fairgrounds. 


Sponsored by numerous 
horsemen’s organizations, the 
all-day event will feature com­ 
petition in three arenas. Admis­ 
sion to the public is free with 
all donations going towards 
Strikker’s hospitalization. 
Judges and officials are donat­ 
ing their time.

Frank E. Kirby, county emer­ 
gency services coordinator 
said Marin is the first Bay Area 
county to link with the institute 
in a long-range disaster pre­ 
paredness program. Training 
exercises will be held in Marin 
at least each six months, 
withspecial seminars and 
courses in between, over a peri­ 
od of two to five years. Santa 
Cruz County has a similar pro­ 
gram; six San Francisco Penin­ 
sula cities also are enrolled in 
the training. 


The only cost to Marin Coun­ 
ty and its participating cities 
will be the man hours of the 
individuals who will be trained 
to cope with disaster, Kirby 
said. The institute is funded by 
the federal Office of Civil De­ 
fense. 


Twenty-eight officials respon­ 
sible for disaster planning and 
operations in their special fields 
attended the briefing yesterday 
in the Marin Civic Center. The 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
Pacific Telephone, American 
National Red Cross, Marin Mu­ 
nicipal Water District. Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol and county 
health, welfare. lawr enforce­ 
ment, fire, purchasing, person­ 
nel and communications offi­ 
cials participated. 
Training coordinators Vincent 
P. Conners and Charlie C. Cole­ 
man told the group how the 
USC training program will 
work, discussed the roles of 
federal, state and local disaster 
officials, and showed a film of 
the Los Angeles earthquake. 
That earthquake spurred Ma­ 
rin County officials to overhaul 
the county’s obsolete plan, and 
to help each of the 11 cities in 
Marin to prepare plans for cop­ 
ing with natural or war disas­ 


ters within their own capabili­ 
ties. 


The December training exer­ 
cise will require each partici­ 
pating county and industry 
agency to contribute at least 
one "simulator" and one “ op­ 
erator.“ The “ simulators” will 
plot in advance what might 
happen in their special fields of 
utility, fire control, traffic or 
the like, if a major earthquake 
happened. They will draft a 
“ scenario” of the hypothetical 
damage and problems. The 
“ operators” will be given the 
scenario and told to solve the 
problems through use of the 
county operational area disas­ 
ter plan. 
“ We will not be grading the 
effectiveness of the county 
plan," the USC instructors said. 
All participants in the training 
exercise will be asked to follow 
it immediately with a critique 
and suggestions for improving 
disaster planning, the instruc­ 
tors said. 
The December training exer­ 
cise will be only a “ paper drill” 
with no practice out in the field. 
The cities will be invited to 
send observers, but not to take 
active part in the first drill, 
Kirby added. 
Only three cities in Marin, 
according to Kirbv, have re­ 
ceived state and federal ap­ 
proval of their disaster plans: 
Novato, San Anselmo and Sau- 
salito. Tiburon and Mill Valley, 
he said, are nearing approval.

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
chairman of the Bay Area Air 
Pollution Control District has 
ordered its top administrator, 
D. J. Callaghan, to ignore a 
legislative investigation of 
charges Callaghan consistently 
has coddled polluters. 


The Assembly Environmental 
Quality Committee has been 
investigating the district, and 
will hold two days of hearings 
on it late this month. 


Assemblyman March K. 
Fong, D-Oakland. chairman of 
the committee, asked last week 
that Callaghan reply to the 
charges by Oct. 13. Callaghan 
never 
has 
replied 
to the 
charges, made last February in 
a 77-page analysis of his per­ 
formance by district Director 
William R Jelavich, a Moun­ 
tain View city councilman. 
Mrs. Fong, in a letter to 
board chairman Robert B St. 
Clair, said “ these charges must 
not be overlooked.” She added 
that she wanted to “ weed out 
any superfluous accusations to 
facilitate the hearing for all 
concerned.” 
The legislator also asked that 
the district’s board of directors 
react in writing to Callaghan's 
response to the charges. 
St. Clair, a San Mateo County 
supervisor, promptly wrote 
back to Mrs. Fong and declared 
that “ Mr. Callaghan has been 
specifically ordered to make no 
comment on these charges.” 
The supervisor also claimed 
that her request was not “ ger­ 
mane to the terms” of the 
Assembly resolution that trig­ 
gered the investigation. “ Fur­ 
ther. I feel that such a request 
preempts the authority of the 
board of directors,” he wrote. 
"However, when the board 
sees fit to take up this matter. I 
will see to it that you are fully 
advised,” St. Clair told Mrs. 
Fong. 
Asked yesterday who had or­ 
dered Callaghan to make no 


comment on the charges, St. 
Clair at first told the Independ- 
ent-Joumal the gag was im­ 
posed in a board resolution last 
March. Suggesting that the or­ 
der may instead have appeared 
in the minutes of a board meet­ 
ing, St. Clair finally said that 
the order was his own, “ based 
on my interpretation” of a 
board discussion of the charges 
when made by Jelavich. 
St. Clair said he had given 
copies of Mrs. Fong's letter and 
his answer to all board mem­ 
bers. No public mention was 
made of either during the peri­ 
od on the agenda given for 
correspondence. 
Mrs. Fong’s committee hear­ 
ings will begin at 9:30 a.m. on 
Oct. 26 and 27 in Room 1194 of 
the State Building, 350 McAllis­ 
ter Street, San Francisco. 


Cal-Vet Loan 
Eligibility Ends 
For Some Vets 


Eligibility for Cal-Vet farm 
and home loans will end Nov. 12 
for many World War II and 
Korean War era veterans, 
James V. Burdick, county vet­ 
erans service officer, has 
warned. 
After Nov. 12, he said, the 
loan eligibility period for Cali­ 
fornia veterans is limited to 20 
years from the date of dis­ 
charge. 
The cut-off date was estab­ 
lished by the state Legislature 
in 1970. Previously, California 
veterans had lifetime eligibility 
for Cal-Vet loans. 
Burdick said one reason for 
the cut-off date was the need to 
provide loans to some of the 
800,000 Vietnam War era veter­ 
ans from California.

Hits Nixon 
Diplomacy Freeway Timing

CLEVELAND (UP!)—George 
S. M cGovern today ch arg ed 
President Nixon with driving 
the United States into isolation 
and pledged, if elected, a “ new 
internationalism’* based on a 
strong waste-free defense and a 
prudent easing of tensions with 
Russia and China. 
M cGovern, the D em ocratic 
presidential 
candidate, prom­ 
ised an end to “ reflexive inter­ 
vention” in the internal affairs 
of other nations and the reesta­ 
blishment of political and eco­ 
nomic relations with allies 
throughout the world. 
In the major foreign policy 
address of his campaign, the 50- 
vear old South Dakota senator 
said his first act as president 
would be “the immediate and 
total end” of America’s involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam war. 
But 
he 
also 
pledged 
a 
McGovern administration to br­ 
inging the arm s race under 
control; diplomatic recognition 
)f China; a seat on the United 
Nations 
Security Council for 
Japan; a supply of arm s which 
would guarantee the security of 
Israel;

restoration of 
Congress’ roie in foreign af­ 
fairs. 
In prepared remarks for the 
C ity 
C lu b

C le v e la n d , 
McGovern gave a broad outline 
of the foreign policy he would 
adopt if he ousts President Nix­ 
on from the White House and 
said he would go on national 
television Tuesday to give his 
plan for ending the Vietnam 
War. 
Before flying to leveland, 
McGovern was scheduled to 
speak to the All A m erican

Japanese Can 
Get Money Back 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-Presi- 
derit Nixon signed into law 
Wednesday legislation that will 
allow nearly 2,000 Japanese- 
A m ericans 
interned 
during 
World War II to collect $4.5 
million in confiscated bank sav­ 
ings. 
Claimants 
can 
petition the 
attorney general for return of 
the 
money 
taken 
from 
U.S. 
branches of Japanese 
banks 
and held without interest by the 
Justice Department. 
Several years ago Congress 
passed legislation providing re­ 
payment for at least part of the 
value of confiscated property. 
However, those interned after 
the outbreak of war with Japan 
and later paroled as “ enemy 
aliens” were barred from mak­ 
ing claims for savings taken 
from U.S. branches of Japanese 
banks.

Correction of the problem 
calls for “ really a crash pro­ 
g ram ,” said real estate man 
Herman Deitch, noting the in­ 
creased traffic impact brought 
recently by Golden Gate Bridge 
District buses stored nearby. 
He also wondered about the 
effect of major industrial and 
c o m m e r c i a l d e v e l o p m e n t 
planned in the East San Rafael 
area. 
Weiss’s suggestion to place 
traffic signals at the Bellam 
intersection drew disapproving 
grumbles from the audience, 
although he did express the 
belief major corrective work 
might be included once final 
widening plans are drawn.

OAKLAND (UPI) - A com­ 
puter-controlled rapid tra n sit 
train that ran off the tracks 
injuring five persons was trav­ 
eling about 60 miles per hour as 
it entered a station where it 
was supposed to be going 27 
m.p.h.

Operations To Remove 'Apron 
Of Fat' Not Widely Accepted 


A coed writes: “ My roommate was fat as a 
teen-ager, but in college she went on a diet 
and lost more than 100 pounds. Her figure has 
im proved, how ever, her low er abdom en 
hangs down like an apron and her hips still 
are too large. She plans to have the apron 
removed surgically and has the money to do 
it. 
“Two doctors have refused to do the proce­ 
dure. As they explained, ugly scars will 
remain and the abdomen will assume its 
original size if she gets fat 
again One M.D. gave her the 
name of a South American sur­ 
geon and she plans to have it 
done next summer. Isn’t it done 
in this country?” 
Yes, the operation can be 
done in the U.S. But it has not 
gained wide acceptance in this 
country for the reasons given. 
The same can be said for thigh 
and buttocks 
operations. 
We 
are not implying that plastic 
surgeons in other countries are 
not qualified. Many are highly 
skilled and have been reshaping 
American jet setters for some 
time. The price is right and 
there is considerable privacy 
and time to recuperate. 
*The operation (abdominoplas­ 
ty) is well-known to surgeons. 
As a m atter of fact, in some 
instances, an apron of skin and 
fat weighing 10 pounds has been 
rem oved. The residual s c a r 
usually extends from one hip 
bone to the other. The buttocks 
operation leaves a seven-to- 
eight inch scar in a very sensi­ 
tive area. Bear in mind, howev­ 
er, the procedure is not as 
simple 
as it 
sounds and is 
reserved for people with gro­ 
tesque amounts of fat. 
Several years ago, an abdom­ 
inal apron was trimmed away 
from a patient of mine after she 
lost 230 pounds. Following the 
operation, she developed pneu­ 
monia 
and lost an o th er 30 
pounds and almost died. Our 
coed sounds determined to have 
the procedure, but she should 
know the facts and be realistic.

BLOCK AND BLOCKED 
R.G. writes: Is heart block­ 
age the same as a blocked 
coronary?

No. Heart block usually re­ 
fers to a delay or blockage of 


the nerve impulse that stimu­ 
lates contractions of the ventri­ 
cles and auricles. A blocked 
coronary is responsible for the 
common heart attack; the nar­ 
rowed vessel becomes obstruct­ 
ed by a clot and the heart 
muscle suffers from lack of 
nourishment. 


SCHIZOPHRENIA 
Miss D. writes: Can schizo­ 
phrenia be cured? 
REPLY 
Yes, but like pneumonia — it 
might recur. Much depends 
upon the length of time the 
condition existed before treat­ 
ment was started. Psychiatric 
care, including the use of seda­ 
tives, vitamins, and shock ther­ 
apy, is recommended. 
CONTACT LENSES 
D.B. writes: Is it safe to wear 
contact lenses for 16 hours at a 
stretch?

This is an individual problem.

Keep It Short 


By LEE TREVINO 
Sometimes your putting touch waves adios, amigo, as mine does 
occasionally. You can’t get it back in the Want Ads, either. You 
have to hitch up your pants, stake out a place on the putting green 
and wear out a couple of putters. 
Putting is confidence. To regain my confidence I start working 
with 10-footers. But first I place a shoe or shag bag about four 
inches behind the ball. This forces me to use a short backswing 
and, as a result, to hit the ball crisply. 
Ninety per cent of all golfers take their putters back too far. 
Then they quit at the ball and it squirts off to the left. 
Train yourself to put some action — some overspin — on the 
ball by placing a barrier a few inches behind your putter. Take it 
back short and you’ll hit out and through your putts. 
Trying for a long, graceful putting stroke causes a loss of 
control and direction. Your muscles know the backswing is too 
long, and this causes a subconscious tendency to slow down the 
putter just as it strikes the ball. 
It’s like throwing a punch at a policeman. Even before you hit 
him you know it was a lousy idea.

A. Ozite Corp. is one of the 
leading manufacturers of in- 
door-outdoor carpeting and as 
such is slowly benefiting from 
the boom in homebuilding and 
accompanying furnishings.

spectively, in 1971. 
Aided by new product intro­ 
duction and the growth in the 
home furnishings market, full- 
year estimates are placed in 
the $1/share area giving Ozite a 
modest lOx earnings multiple — 
certainly undervalued on future 
prospects. Hold/Buy. 
Q. I bought Dennison Mfg. 
around $35 a share and am 
wondering if this was a wise 


long-term move. What is the 
present situation and should I 
hold or sell? — J.S. 
A. Hold. The present and 
future picture here is encourag­ 
ing. Big Board-listed Dennison 
recently wrapped up an impres­ 
sive second quarter as revenues 
and earnings scored significant 
gains. Company recorded a 9 
per cent revenue increase to 
$43.8 million, while earnings 
were posted at 72 cents a share, 
up nearly 11 per cent. 
This brought first-half reve­ 
nues to $83.2 million and net 
income to $1.26 a share. Pri­ 
marily responsible for this good 
showing was continued im­ 
provement in the firm’s retail 
marketing and attaching sys­ 
tems, copier products and inter­ 
national operations. 
Two acquisitions are nearing 
completion which are expected 
to greatly complement existing 
Dennison lines and add close to 
$4 million in combined sales 
during the next 12 months. 
Profits should continue to im­ 
prove during the balance of 
1972 with earnings conserva­ 
tively projected in the $2.75/ 
share vicinity.

2 Convicted 
In Murder 


Of Carr 


SAN JOSE (UPI) - Two 
Southern California men were 
convicted Wednesday on all 
three counts in the murder of 
James Carr, the former cell­ 
mate of George Jackson and 
form er bodyguard of Huey 
Newton. 
A jury of eight women and 
four men deliberated 2 1-2 
hours and then returned the 
guilty verdict against Lamar 
Lloyd Mims, 21, Los Angeles, 
and Richard Rodriquez, 22, 
Baldwin Park, the holder of a 
Silver Star for bravery in the 
Vietnam 
War. 
They 
were 
charged with first degree mur­ 
der, conspiracy to commit mur­ 
der and firebomb possession. 
Carr, 29, was shot down in the 
driveway of his San Jose home 
April 6. He was a bodyguard to 
Newton when he and the Black 
Panther cofounder were at the 
state men’s colony at San Luis 
Obispo. He also served time at 
San Quentin, where he met 
Jackson, the black prison revo­ 
lutionary who was one of the 
“Soledad Brothers” and who 
was killed in what authorities 
said was an aborted escape at 
San Quentin Aug. 21,1971. 
Carr’s mother-in-law is also a 
close friend of Angela Davis. 
“A lot of (the evidence) was

circumstantial but there was so 
much of it,” one juror, who 
asked to remain unidentified, 
explained after the verdict was 
delivered. He said the jurors 
felt the prosecution had 
presented a strong case and the 
defense had put on a weak 
case. He added that an expense 
account ledger was one of the 
most damaging pieces of evi­ 
dence. 


The ledger aided the prosecu­ 
tion contention that Mims and 
Rodriquez were hired killers. 
As part of the 117 exhibits 
presented, the prosecution 
showed a ledger with lists of 
everything the two men spent 
close to the time of the killing. 
Still unanswered is who paid for 
the killing. 
Lawyers of both men said 
fhey would appeal the verdict.

Three Propositions 
Deal With Disabled 


Three propositions having to 
do with benefits for the disa­ 
bled will be on the Nov. 7 
ballot. 


Two of them are very simi­ 
lar, although both were put on 
the ballot by the Legislature. 
These are Propositions 10 and 
12, having to do with tax ex­ 
emption for blind veterans. 


PROPOSITION 10 would in­ 
crease the property tax exemp­ 
tion for veterans who are blind 
due to service-connected disa­ 
bilities from $5,000 to $10,000. 


The 1970, voters approved a 
similar 
increase in property 
tax exemption for paraplegic 
veterans. Proposition 9 would 
bring blind veterans to “ pari­ 
ty" in this respect. 


Proposition 12 would also in­ 
crease the tax exemption for 
blind veterans to $10,000, but 
would do more. It also would 
grant a $10,000 tax exemption 
to any veteran who lost use of 
both arms or one arm and one 
leg through service-connected 
disabilities. And it would con­ 
tinue the exemption for the 
surviving spouse after the vet­ 
eran ’s death. 


Both would amend the same 
section of the Constitution, so 
the two measures are in con­ 
flict. In this situation, if both 
pass, that receiving the highest 
approving vote will become 
law.

such conflicting proposals on 
the same ballot. 
We would tend to favor Prop­ 
osition 10, which does not in­ 
clude extending the tax exemp­ 
tion to the surviving spouse, 
and therefore would urge its 
approval. 
PROPOSITION 13 concerns 
workmen’s compensation. 
It provides that when an em ­ 
ployee covered by workmen’s 
compensation is killed in an 
industrial accident, but leaves 
no dependent, his death benefit 
be paid to the state. 
The state would then use this 
money to pay for extra benefits 
for other workers who receive 
w o rk m e n ’s com pensation for 
partial disability but have addi­ 
tional disability not covered by 
the plan because it is not relat­ 
ed to the insured employment. 
Such persons already receive 
the additional p a ym ent but 
funds for it must come from 
the state general fund. 
Proposition 13 would change 
existing p ractice because it 
would mean that one employer 
would have to pay to the state 
death benefits which the state 
would then use to pay added 
compensation to employees of 
other employers. The Constitu­ 
tion does not now permit this. 
The present system seems to 
be working. Extending an em ­ 
ployer's responsibility to some­ 
one else's employees, even by 
this indirect method, does not 
appear equitable. 
We recommend that Proposi­ 
tion 13 be rejected.

Paying Counties To Keep 
Criminals On Streets 


By EARL G. WATERS 


The disparity between the rising crim e 
rate and the diminishing prison popula­ 
tions has been most perplexing 
At first it was explained that there 
really w eren't more crim es being com ­ 
mitted. it was just that there was better 
reporting of crim es by local jurisdictions 
to the FBI and CII. which m ade it seem 
the rate was increasing. 
As tim e went by and this explanation 
wore thin with the continuing crim e rate 
increase, it was represented the Legisla­ 
ture 
was 
responsible. 
It 
had 
passed 
tougher 
laws 
m aking felonies 
out of 
m isdem eanors and creating new crimes. 
Pressed on this point, penologists al­ 
tered and claim ed the rehabilitation pro­ 
gram was working so well that fewer 
offenders were coming back 
Lately 
the 
reasons given are 
that, 
unlike the old days when prison sentences 
were almost autom atic for felons, en­ 
lightened use of probation has relieved 
the state of the burden of imprisoning 
those guilty of relatively minor offenses 
Only the real criminals are being sent 
up 
Besides, the statistics are distorted 
due to the high percentage of felonies 
related solely to drugs, especially m ari­ 
juana 
These last statem ents come closest to 
the 
truth 
The 
fact 
is 
that 
a 
large 
percentage of felony convictions involve 
drugs. 
The further fact is that fewer 
felons are draw ing prison term s

Delving into this oddity of more crim e 
but fewer prison inm ates, State Sen. Bill 
Richardson, R-Arcadia, has found reason 
to question the application of probation 
and its wide use. 
D isregarding the drug offenders, he 
found that in Los Angeles County crim es 
against persons have more than doubled 
in the past five years. These a re the 
violent crim es of m urder, arm ed rob­ 
bery. assault and rape. Crim es against 
property (principally burglary) increased 
similarly. Statewide crim es against prop­ 
erty have nearly tripled in that period. 
Despite this terrible increase, R ichard­ 
son found that prison com m itm ents from 
Los Angeles have had no appreciable rise 
in that period 
Richardson 
puts 
his 
finger 
on 
the 
sta te ’s program of grants to local govern­ 
ment of from $2,800 to $4,000 for each 
felon not sent to prison 
The program 
deals in statistics, not persons. 
The idea was that offenders could be 
better rehabilitated by keeping them in 
their home comm unities than by im pris­ 
onment 
It would also save the state the 
$8,000 per ye ar or more cost per prison 
inmate. The practice has become one of 
#m eting out county jail sentences as a 
condition of probation in place of prison 
U nder this system Los Angeles County 
collected m ore than $9 million last year. 
But the money is required to be spent on 
probation supervision. None of the funds 
goes to the sheriff to meet his costs. In 
addition to increased jail operation costs, 
Los Angeles County is now building a 
new wing to the county jail at a cost of 
$31 million 
It is predicted that if the 
current probation program continues, a n ­ 
other new wing will be needed shortly 
after the completion of the one new 
building. 
Worse than that, as Richardson points 
out 
is the fact that hardened crim inals 
and perp etrators of violent crim e, who 
were form erly locked up in state prison, 
arc now roam ing the streets com m itting 
new crim es while on probation

WASHINGTON - What will be John 
Connally’s reward for rounding up dissi­ 
dent Dem ocrats for Nixon? That this is 
m erely an exercise for the public good, 
with no relation to the centers of Wash­ 
ington power, strains credibility against 
the track record of the hard-driving 
form er secretary of the treasury. 


He m ay, the rumors persist, be secre­ 
tary of defense. Or, farthest out, he could 
becom e in the second term secretary of 
state. He was asked at one point about a 
rumor that he 
would 
head 
the U.S. 
delegation in the second round of the 
nuclear disarm am ent talks. 


THE REPORT about state defies be­ 
lief. In his tour in the treasury, Connally 
played the rough, tough Texan role and 
thereby 
offended 
many 
of A m erica’s 
trading partners. It was the Texas bull in 
the financial crockery shop, where the 
dollar in large surplus in the reserves of 
major trading nations 
is one of the 
fragile objects. 


In taking charge in August, 1971, of the 
President’s drastic shakeup of A m erica’s 
monetary system , Connally seem ed to 
many foreign bankers and money men to 
be following a take-it-or-leave-it line. In 
his bold way he was knocking heads 
together with a proposed 10 per cent 
import surtax, a devaluation of the dol­ 
lar. and a demand that m easures be 
taken to correct unfavorable American 
trade balances. 
One consequence w as widespread in­ 
dignation, particularly 
in Canada and 
Japan, the United States’ principal trad­ 
ing partners. Granted, the huge trade 
im balance called for radical correctives. 
Yet. here was a sudden shot fired without 
warning at the troubled and uncertain 
com plex of money and trade. 
Thus far the effect on the lopsided 
trade balance has been sm all. Surplus 
dollars continue to pile up in foreign 
treasuries. Japan alone has $14 billion 
that 
are 
more or less frozen under 
present restraints. 


THE-GO-IT-ALONE, 
take-it-or-leave-it 
tack of Secretary Connally has had a 
further consequence in the effort to force 


the m anaging director of the Internation­ 
al Monetary Fund, Pierre-Paul Schweitz­ 
er, to step out at the end of his present 
term. This is an office at the com m and of 
the 20 directors of the fund, an important 
agency groping for a solution of the 
money tangle that happens to be located 
in Washington. It should not be subject to 
the w ishes of a single m em ber of IMF, 
however powerful that m em ber m ay be. 
And this was the source of resentm ent 
widely expressed in private during the 
fund's annual session here last week. 
The effort to dislodge Schweitzer is 
traceable to a confrontation with Connal­ 
ly. The two, the highly knowledgeable 
international civil servant and the bold 
T exan , w ere bound to be at odds. 
Schweitzer once remarked that just for 
pure bravura perform ance, he would be 
happy to pay for a close-up seat to watch 
Connally in action. 
While this 
may 
not loom large in 
A m erica’s international relationships, it 
is highly significant as a symbol of a 
nationalistic go-it-alone trend in policy. 
One of the wisest observers of the United 
States’ role in the world for more than 50 
years, 
Hamilton 
Fish Armstrong, the 
retiring editor of the distinguished jour­ 
nal, Foreign Affairs, m akes a cogent, 
point. In an article in the 50th anniversa­ 
ry number he says the United States 
today is not isolationist but isolated. 


HE CALLS the war in Vietnam the 
most calam itous in our history, rushed 
from sm all beginnings to an appalling 
multitude of horrors. The methods we 
have 
used 
in 
fighting the war have 
scandalized and disgusted public opinion 
in alm ost all foreign countries. 
“Not 
since we withdrew into com fortable isola­ 
tion in 1920,” Armstrong concludes, “has 
the prestige of the United States stood so 
low .” One reason is the unilateral effort, 
without prior consultation, to turn money 
and trade around. 
Connally’s scholarly successor at Trea­ 
sury, George P. Shultz, presented the 
fund with a series of proposals to make 
the dollar more flexible in the hope of 
paring down the trade im balance. For 
the long-overdue proposals, the world’s 
money men were duly grateful.

National Mood Of Apathy 
Makes Nixon Appear Runaway 


It is the mood of A m erica, not the 
issues, which is producing the runaw ay 
presidential race. 
What is the A m erican mood, and what 
has created it? 
It is mainiy a mood of disinterest. Or, 
to put it grandiosely, a mood of counter­ 
revolution, of clinging to what we have, 
of fear of more disruptive change.

The United States has had its 
touch of “ revolution.” The trau m a has 
had its effect. Now we a re resting. 


SENATOR McGOVERN was able to 
mobilize the energies of the minority 
counter-cultural m ovem ent and capture 
the Democratic nomination. He still has 
his ardent supporters, those in particular 
who are appalled by the moral outrages 
of the Vietnam War and challenged by

business. The idealism , alm ost the utopi­ 
anism . of this minority of Am ericans was 
well expressed in the term s by which the 
New 
York T im es en dorsed Sen ator 
M cGovern’s candidacy the other day. 


Had 
Senator 
McGovern managed a 
better alliance with the regular elem ents 
of his party, had he avoided the pitfalls 
in his vice-presidential selection, had he 
presented his reform program more con­ 
sistently and convincingly, had his cam ­ 
paign 
shown 
adm inistrative skill 
and 
strength, he might have become a very 
form idable candidate, despite the pre­ 
vailing reactionary mood. Perhaps, in 
the weeks that rem ain, he will improve 
his position m easureably. 


It will be an uphill job. The “haves” in 
the United States are very strong: the un- 
black, un-young, un-poor. And many of 
those who recognize the need for funda­ 
mental change — and they are not few — 
prefer evolutionary rather than revolu­ 
tionary change. They tend fragm entally 
tow ard w hat P resid en t N ixon called 
“ change that w orks.” They are not per­ 
suaded of the soundness of the McGovern 
recipes for change. 


THIS DOMINANT mood of apathy, of 
moral disinterest, m ay not last long. It 
could be only a tem porary breathing- 
spell. The basic problems are still there. 
The specific challenges are still there, 
including particularly the deep as well as 
the surface moral outrages. The war 
goes on, and the bombing. The fantastic 
W atergate episode is unexplained. The 
channeling of Republican money via Tex­ 
as to Mexico City and back is unclarified. 
The crowding of funds into GOP coffers 
just before the legal deadline remains 
unsatisfactorily explained. The apparent 
tip-offs on wheat sales are not cleared 
up. So it goes. 


With the im m ense sum s now pouring 
into the Republican cam paign chests, 
many naturally ask what favors will be 
expected in the future. The ITT case is 
rem em bered. The oil industry is a heavy 
contributor, 
and 
its long-standing tax 
benefits supported by both parties are 
recalled. Vice President Agnew’s star­ 
tling change of style, his explicit repudia­ 
tion of his past rhetoric and role, puzzles 
many. 


These and many other elem ents remain 
latent in the national consciousness, even 
if they have slight apparent effect on 
electoral prospects today. 


IT COULD BE that during the present 
lull, a very real head of steam could 
build up. The nation knows it has un­ 
solved problems. It knows its expendi­ 
tures for the m ilitary, and the alliance 
between the 
D efense Department and 
industry are inordinate and just as dan­ 
gerous today as President Eisenhower 
said they would be. It knows the welfare 
system must be drastically overhauled. 
It knows that tax reform is badly over­ 
due. It knows that new goals and priori­ 
ties for a higher quality of life in the 
United States need to be defined and 
worked for. 


The next President of the United States 
cannot coast along on a wave of national 
se lf-sa tisfa c tio n . To the contrary, he 
could and should be a great reformer. He 
will have an historic challenge and oppor­ 
tunity to help the United States save 
itself.

But 
what wasn’t recognized until 
recently is that he also seems 
to be responsible for the health 
of the stock market. 
A broker friend on Wall 
Street named Jeckel told me, 
“It’s now a Kissinger market. 
The prices of stocks go up and 
down depending on how Wall 
Street reads Kissinger.” 
‘‘How is that?” 


“REMEMBER LAST week 
the market was down. Then 
Kissinger flew off to Paris to 
meet with the North Vietnam­ 
ese. The market went up. He 
was supposed to stay for 24 
hours. When he extended the 
stay, the market went up again. 
When he came back, he was 
smiling at the airport; the mar­ 
ket went up. 
“Then he was photographed a 
day later walking out of the 
White House frowning. Immedi­ 
ately the market went down.” 
“You mean the brokers are 
now buying and selling depend­ 
ing on Kissinger’s mood?” 
“Right. We no longer watch 
the ticker tape. We all stay 
glued to the TV hoping to get a 
glimpse of Henry.” 


ONE OF JECKEL’S partners 
came over to the desk. He was 
carrying a newspaper. “What 
do you make of this?” Jeckel 
looked at a photograph on the 
front page. It was a picture of 
Henry with a beautiful blonde 
attending a concert. 
“ He looks pretty happy,” 
Jeckel said. “I think we ought 
to advise our clients to buy.” 
“But wait a minute,” the 
partner said. “Is he happy be­ 
cause he’s with the blonde, or is 
he happy because he’s got a 
peace deal cooking with Ha­ 
noi?” 
Jeckel picked up the magnify­ 
ing glass and studied the photo­ 
graph. “It’s the same grin he 
used when he got off the plane 
from Paris.

THE PARTNER turned to 
me. “You know Kissinger. Does

he look like he got something 
out of his Paris trip, or does he 
look like he’s just looking for­ 
ward to a nice evening?” 
I borrowed the magnifying 
glass. “It’s hard to say. I’ve 
seen Kissinger grinning like 
that when he came back from 
Paris empty-handed. Some­ 
times he hates to show his 
feelings. 
“At the same time he may 
have made some progress with 
the North Vietnamese and none 
with the blonde.” 
Jeckel said, “ I think we 
should put in an order for IBM, 
Eastman Kodak and American 
Airlines, just in case.” 
The partner said, “It’s pretty 
risky on the basis of a newspa­ 
per photograph. If we could see 
him on TV we could get a 
better idea of his mood.” 


ONE OF THE security ana­ 
lysts came rushing in. “Have 
you seen the afternoon edi­ 
tions? Here’s a picture of Kis­ 
singer with President Nixon!”

BERKELEY (UPI) -C h ief 
Justice Donald R. Wright of the 
California Supreme Court today 
criticized commentators and 
political figures” who de­ 
nounced the court for its deci­ 
sion banning the death penalty. 


Wright 
did 
not 
mention 
names, but a frequent critic has 
been Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
appointed Wright to his job. 
Writing in the California Law 
Review, Wright noted that crit­ 
ics say the court usurped the 
legislative function, and he said 
the criticism is incorrect and 
misleading. 
“Our duty was to resolve the 
constitutional question, regard 
less of its difficulty or magni­ 
tude,” he said. “TTiat was the 
very core of our judicial re­ 
sponsibility. We could not, in 
good conscience, avoid the 
problem by deferring to any 
other court or any other branch 
of government.” 
People might disagree with 
the court, Wright said, but they 
should not challenge “our duty 
to make the determinations on 
the constitutional problem with 
which we were confronted.” 
Wright said critics often ask 
why State Supreme Court jus­ 
tices, appointed for long terms, 
should be permitted to outlaw’ 
the acts of elected officials. 
“This approach embraces a 
simple and unsophisticated con­ 
cept of democracy wherein the 
government’s only function is to 
effectuate the majority will. 
Personally, I view democracy

Bone Often 
Used Instead Underinflated Tires 


Of Silicone 
'Can Cost Millions' 
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SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Many plastic surgeons now pre­ 
fer to use a person’s own bone 
—taken from hip to ribs — 
rather than silicone in recon­ 
structing parts of the body, it 
was reported yesterday. 
The trouble with silicone is 
th at 
it “ begins 
w earing 
through” to the outside of the 
body as soon as it is implanted, 
according to Dr. David G. Dib­ 
ble, Dr. Donald R. Laub and 
Dr. Richard P. Jobe, who par­ 
ticipated in a panel discussion 
at the American College of Sur­ 
geons meeting. 
Laub said the use of silicone 
“ has become over-extended.” 
He said that while the inert 
substance is still used by many 
doctors and is still good medi­ 
cal technique, “we are now 
finding limitations.” 
The substance does not stick 
to the body tissue where it is 
implanted and gradually wears 
—“ mechanically eroding its 
way through body tissue,” ac­ 
cording to Dibbell. 
Dr. Jobe said the choice of 
silicone or bone for plastic sur­ 
gery depends mainly on the 
familiarity of the surgeon with 
the two techniques. He noted 
that even there is a difficulty 
with using bone, too. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Car 
owners are wasting millions of 
dollars a year by not keeping 
car tires properly inflated, a 
governm ent official 
said 
Wednesday. 
Commerce U ndersecretary 
James T. Lynn said a survey 
showed that “ over-and-under 
inflation” of tires increased the 
probability of blowouts and 
sharply reduced tire mileage. 
“Americans will spend an es- 


timated $4.9 billion this year to 
buy some 148 million new re­ 
placement tires,” Lynn said. 
He said there was a 5 per cent 
loss in tire tread due to impro­ 
per inflation, meaning the loss 
to the consumer “amounts to 
$250 million.” 
Lynn predicted the loss could 
be cut if the government acted 
on a report by the National 
Business Council For Consumer 
Affairs. 


The new report recommends 
that the government coordinate 
a program to “assure accurate 
readings” on air gauges in gas­ 
oline stations. 
Lynn said the Commerce De­ 
partment already had asked the 
National Conference on Weights 
and Measures to design “appro­ 
priate programs” based on the 
council reports- 
the industry, including the 
Tire Industry' Safety Council, 
the American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation and the American Pe­ 
troleum Institute, has pledged 
to support a campaign to edu­ 
cate drivers on the value of 
properly inflated tires, Lynn 
said.
